city as “ ll inky I link", not a bad fellow 
in his way, but who was given to drink,

during the month of October last, com 
nutted suicide by jumping into the 
Mississippi river, and th- 
my.-teriou~ 
di.sappearance of this man 
was not 
cleared up until his decomposed body 
was taken from its watery repose last 
evening by Coroner Charles ()-terlund 
about live miles north of the city. 
Yesterday morning David Deloncy, 
who lives on a farm some Jive or six 
railes up river .sent word to the city that 
he had found a "floater” in the river, 
and wanted the authorities to take the 
matter up at once. Coroner Osterlund 
in company with T iik Dispatch rejKirt 
cr went to the dam at 3 o'clock yester 
day afternoon and took a small steamer 
and sailed up river in quest of the dead 
Ixxly. 
Arriving at a point about five miles 
north of the city, the whistle of the lit 
tie steamer was blown and Deloney 
came down to the river bank and di 
rented the coroner to the old boom 
which is located in a little bay la-low 
the rapids, and just inside this boom 
the dead man was found. 
A rope was 
attached to the corps and the grew-ome 
find was towed down the river to a land 
ing just above the dam, was hauled 
ashore and an undertaker was t*Te 
phoned for. 
At that time little attern 
tion had been paid in securing any eve 
dance looking to the identification of 
the dead man. but from the fir-t, De­ 
loney, the man who found the Univ 
maintained that it was none other than 
Bd. Traver..

Last summer lo* lir.-t came into 
noteriety by getting into a bad brawl in 
Ha-t Brainerd when Ex Oflieer Br* I * >n 
was badly beaten. Traver with a nurn 
ber of other young men w as arrested 
and on the hearing in tile municipal 
court he was lichi to the grand jury on 
th** charge of assault in the first degree 
Traver, who was a moulder, had many 
friend- in the city and the .-'.’hjo bond 
fixed by Judge Warner wa.-"soon put up. 
The moulders' union, of which Traver 
was a member, went good for 81(K) and 
four business men in the city went good 
for the balance, $100. 
Traver was r» 
leased and went back in the foundry. 
This affair occurred in mid mintier and 
the case against Traver was to ban 
come up at the fall term of the district 
court. 
After Traver - release he -tart 
cd drinking quite heavily, and tinnily 
became irresponsible and wa-going to 
the bad fn-t.
